Another method of production involves the addition of enzymes, which 
reduce the number of calories and the beer's alcoholic content.

Q: What Is "Ice" beer and how is it different?

Francois flees Haiti

UNITED NATIONS — Ptedg- 
inpT that "in 11 days, I will be in 
Haiti," its exiled president, the Rev. 
Jean-liertrand Aristide, told the U.N. 
General AamMy on Timday that 
he is conuntttsd to a pdky tdwmim- 
ciliation and reconstruction under 
which civil violence will not be toler- 
ated and retribution will be left to 
the judicial procsM. 

'^e will peepmn our i«e^^a> 
tion coffee with the filter of justice, 
so that no traces of violence or ven- 
geance will be found," he said, quot- 
ing a Creote saying. He devoted much 
^hia ad&via to outlining a nmmwry 
plan, suggesting also that Haiti's 
army, which he called a drain on the 
economy, would be reduced in size. 

"The firpt bli^ republic on earth, 
tod^f torn immii&t by tt» emp of 
Sept. 30, 1991,iainarchingPssolutely 
and definitively toward the estahlLsh- 
mentof ademcxTatic stK'iety," he said. 

Later at a news confereni», he 
fipart a d his belief that a political 
amnesty, now being disniBSod by the 
Haitian Parliament, cannot cover 
those who have committed criminal 
acts while in power. He said that he 
womM wait t» the Haitian Parliu 
ment to mm^e^ its amn^ty law, 
but that he «miki also look to the 
court *-whiA ha plans to rtfonn— 
for justice. 

"When you talk about crimes 
against hui^^, you 4m% toft of a 
general amnesty," he said. 

Aristide also said ho would like to 
see the two remaining military lead- 
ers. Lt. Gen. Raoul Cedras and Brig. 
Qmi. Phil^e Bkttnby--wlMm he did 
not mention by name — follow the 
example of Lt. ('ol. Mkdiel Fn^oois 
and flee the country.

LTniversity of Colorado in 1939 and 
a Ph.D. in biochemistry in 1944 from 
Cornell University Medical College, 
where ha studied under Nobel Lau- 
reate Vincent du Vigueaud. 

Herz said it is Dittmer that stu- 
dents have to thank for the Dirac 
Science Library. 

It was Dittmer who convinced 
Doak S. Campbell to give us Um 
money for a science library ... before 
that we had to drive to Gainesville 
for much of the literature we 
needed,- said Herz. "Students are 
really in debt to him for that." 

Dittmer was head of the FSU 
Department of Chemistry from 1949 



to 1958 and, during that time, he 
served for three yaars aa interim 

chair of the physics department. 

After becoming the head of the 
Division of Research Grants and 
program director of the Petroleum 
Research ftind of tha American 
Chemical Society in 1968. Dittmer 
returned to FSU as vice presklent 
for academic affairs where he served 
from 1964 to 1966. 

Dittmer is survived by four chil- 
dren, two brothers, five sisters, ei|^t 
grandchildren and one great-grand- 
child. There will be no ftineral ser- 
vice but the family has asked that 
memorial contributions be made in 
Dittmer's name to the Eminent 
Scalar Chair FumI <tf ^ FSU Do- 
partflMnt of Chemistiy.

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Campbell decries the injustice 
of elitist environmental racism

Reknowned activbt Linda Wallace 
Campbell railed i^ainst chemical 
dumping practices and related how 
victims of environmental racism can 
raise a little hell with the powers that 
be during a kctuie Monday at the 
noiidaStaltlMve^Coil^ofUw. 

"There are already incinerators cm 
line that are literally killing people on 
a daily basis," said Campbell, an 
environmentalist /feminist from 
AUuma. 'Tte Mgedy to ... they 
continue to do busine^ as usual' 

Campbell, who has been featured 
in numerous television shows and 
print publkations, described to nearly 
50 law stu^nte and j^oi^ors how 
O^stel Waste Managraieirt and 
(^er companies pkue iiKineiMMl 
and dumps in poor, rural or inner- 
city minority communities with no 
pitttmil ckmt. 

"It ie«M ttlae that i^rt^ y(Hi ecm 
Smith you find these facilities in bliKk 
areas," she said. "In the West they 
will be in Spanish-speaking places. ... 
YcNi don't find tl^ facilities ... in 
Ctaitfal Park Beverly Ffite." 

With the facilities in plKe, the 
residents' safely becomes endanger^ 
Campbell said. She noted women 
suffer spontaneous miscarnages and 



people living near the facilities have a 
tugher incidence of cancer. 

"They (also) have spills and fires 
Mid explosiMis, barrels that have 
exploded in the presence of 
employees," Campbell noted. 

The communities all too often 
swallow these abuses, she said. 

'Hmuenowiiominanyofttme 
fiKUHes, no proNctens for any of 
these workers," she said. "When 
workers have no protection they are 
dependent on the company and that 
Biaiies tM ccxnmunity dependent on 
the »>m|Miny.'' 

^e added that it can be dang^mis 
to challenge the status quo. 

"For a lot of pet)ple it's a high cost," 
Campbell said, referring to Karen 
SiHnvood, i^dfad under myMerk>us 
circumstances in tl« 195^8 after she 
criticized unsafe practices of the 
nuclear power plant where she 
worked. 

*Th«e «fe people wl» will do bad 
things to thc»e who do food thit^,* 
Campbell said. 

But informed, motivated and 
courageous citizens can make a 
dififerei^e, she added. 

"Nem Mnd^eMimate what one 
pmoncanffa^" she said. "One person 
can make a differeiKe. That's the 
bottom line."

Clinton on Monday ordered a mas- 
sive buildup of U.S. air power in the 
Persian Gulf after seeing no immedi- 
ate evidence that Iraq was complying 
with its pledge to withdraw 8(),l)00 
troops deployed at Kuwait's border. 

In a nalionally-lelevised evening 
speech from the Oval Office, the presi- 
dent said 35(1 more U.S. warplanes 
will be sent to the region. 

Pentagon officials said dozens of

Saddam Hussein "cannot be 
trusted," said Clinton. He vowed that 



United Nations economic sanctions, 
imposed after Iraq invaded Kuwait in 
August 1990, will remain in place. 

The president said the Iraqi troop 
buildup was destabilizing and hinted 
that the United Stales might take mili- 
tary action against Iraq even if Saddam

"We will not allow Iraq to threaten 
its neighbors or to intimidate the 
United Nations as it ensures that Iraq 
never again possesses weapons of 
itmsB cfe^uc^Hv" Cttnton dedared.

Mob violence continues in 
Haiti as Aristide returns

Port-au-Prince on Monday morning, just hours after tens of thousands of 
demonstrators, some carrying rocks and clubs, rampaged through the streets. 

At least 10 houses and five stores were destroyed Sunday ni^t in Gonaives, 
itoti 60 miles noirti of Port<4Mi-ftlnce. The immediate cause of the violence 
appears to have been unfounded wmsm thM tfmy cMef of sMJem-CMte 
Duperval was pk)tting against PreskleM )e«i-Betfand Aristide. 

Duper\'al was promoted wwk to rqpteot coup leader Raoul Odras, 
who fled into exile in Panama. 

According to a I iaitian government official, a radio station falsely reported 
Sunday that Duperval was arrested outside the presidential palace with heavy 
weapons.

Scores of babies conceived by Gulf War veterans who 
report suffering symptoms of Gulf War Syndrome have 
been bom with crippling birth defects, according to recent 
by Cmgm ami intfopendent veta^ns groups. 

Some babies wctc beam with ik> ey^ arms or hmnds, w 
with chronic skin conditions and maUormed brains. Otho- 
babies, apparently bom ncmn^ cm bai^y ^ up 
swallow. 

A survey of some 600 M. varans conducted by the 
Senate Banku^ Hou^ and IMnhi Affito Ommiittee, 
chaired by Sen. Donald Riegle P-Michigan), found that 

65 percent of their babies are afflicted with dozens of 
medical problems, mcluding severe birth defects. The

To the question, "How many homotenals are there in America?", a new 
nationwide study has provided a striking ran^ of niwtesMd an unamiVHid 
questitxi of its own: What is a lu>mosexuaI? 

Thefe arc pronounced ^Ufiocnces between those wIk> live in dtws and 
those in smaller communities, the ^udy found, mm! brtween tlMi^ wMicotege 
educations and those witlnxit. There are hints, too, erf nidal diMtaKtmis, 
although these figures may be statistically insignificant. 

Since the study was made public earlier this month, much attention has 
li^ed (Ml tts finding that 2S p^cent of the men and 1 .4 percent of the women 
idm^Kl ttens^^ m homoMxu^ or NsexuaL 

For m«iy yeaes, the conventional wisdom was 1 in 10 Anmiaui men 
was homosexual, a number based on a 1948 Kinsey tepott. But m April 1^3, 
a survey of male sexual behavior found that about 2 peic»lt (rf Ae men h«i 
engaged in homa»exual sex in the past decade.

survey. "And it is to miss the point. " 

Ulcere is no a^eement whether homosexuality is a matter of self- 
identification, behavior, (Meor a cooMKMun (rfttiee. Ktoeover, the auAcxs 
»*id, estimates in the survey were likely to be lower than actual numbers, since 
many fesp>ondents were probably reluctant to report certain behaviors. 

Even with those quaUtications, the findings may explain why many people 
who live outside big cities never believed lhat 1 m 10 of Iheu neighbors was 
honoKW^ and 1^ mmy dty dweflets respomfed iKtedufeu^ to repo^ 
that only 1 man in 50 was homosexual. 

In America's dozen largest cities, 10.2 percent of the men and 2.1 percent of 
the women reported having had a sexual partner of their own sex in the iasf 
year. Asked about their entire adulthwds, 16.4 percent of the men and 6.2 per- 
oent of the womm said they had had at least one sexual partner of their own sex.

The high number ol hrv alarms 
pulled each sender on I londa State 
Untm^'s nn^ms has many peojp^ 
worried tluit ^udents may nc^ f^tm 
Ik)w serious tlw ome^Mncfs and 
dangers are. 

Causing a false fire alarm is a third- 
degree felony but students do not 
seem to be greatly discouraged. 
Monday, two KV iitudents vmn ar- 
rested for separate false alarms. 

Luis Augusto Saenz, a 21-vear-old 
student, was released without bond 
Tuesday after being charged with 
causing a false fire alarm in the 
Cawthorn Hall dormitcwy on Ort. 6. 

Davin John VVilstin was also ar- 
rested Mondav and charged for pull- 
ing a fire alarm around midnight on 
Oct. 12 in the Kellum Hall dorm. 

Vrm Haitey, dfa«ctor erf FSU's En- 
vimnmental Health and Safety Office, 
which keeps records of all alarm 
causes and assists in deciding policies 
and priKedures, said about three to 
five false alarms go off per month.

1 larlev said the numbers so far this 
year are not as bad in comparison to 
previous years, but in the beginning 
ot ^ spring seimaKr itmt wm a 
iMh of fate rimM.ki dOTii^ mcM ^ 
which occurred toi Salley Hall. The 
football season has also attracted the 
alarm pullers. 

"It impacts life and safety because 
if someone pulls it and everyone 
igvmi^m tn a false sitiurtkm, people 
will be tempted ti^ not evacuate in a 
real situation and they could bum 
alive, " she slid. 

Tampering with fire safety equip- 
ment is civnsidered a felony and if 
malicious inlmt proven, which in 



most cases it is, that perst)n will be 
taken straight to jail, Harlev said. 

Since trackers have been put on 
many of the fire alarms on campus, it 
to now easier to trace fingerprints and 
hunt down the person responsible. An 
FSU ^udent prosecuted for pulling at 
alarm will be smacked with a c^uble 
whammv. 

"The action taken against you at 
FSU to with regard to being a student. 
Tte Klwot0R tMmne CMes) oin ex- 
fWla pwstin, the housing lease can be 
suspended and the ludicial Office can 
assign anywhere from five to 25 com- 
munity service hours, " she said.

Another renewal of sorts comes 
from legendary guitarist lim Hall. As 
jazz historian Leonard Feather states, 
"Hall's influence, both as a traditional 
and an innovative musician, has 
probably been felt more since 1%0 than 
that of any rther guitarist since Charlie 
Christian and D)ango Reinhardt. 

Hall's latest is a new vein for the 
guMatist. For the firrt time. Hall goes 
at it alone, just him and his guitar.

Kiss of a Spider Woman's 
Raul Julia dead at age 54

Raul julia, an actor who distinguished himself in classics on Broadway 
and oft and also became a success in movies, died Monday at North Shore 
University Hospital in Manhaset, N.Y. He was 54. 

The cause was coo^licatiom from a stroke on Oct. 16, said Alioe Siegel, 
a hospital spokeswoman. 

A versatile and fearless performer, Julia could be dashingly romantic, 
authoritative or broadly comic with equal facility. 

Although he was known to millions of moviegoers as Gooi^, the father 
in the ghoulish comedy The Addams Family and its s^uel, Addams Family 
Values, that role was preceded by a long, rewarding career in the theater. For 
several decades he was a kading i^tor with Joseph Papp's New York 
Shakespeare I estival. 

In 1971, he won his fi^ fame as the love-struck Proteus in the modern 
muskal version of Tnw Centknm Vrnma. Subsequently he played tN title 
role in Otkelh m wril m tome eharKters like Petruchio in The Taming t^il^ 
Shretv (opposite Meryl Streep). Repeatedly he shattered typecasting, acting 
in plays by George Bernard Shaw, fsloel Coward, lean-Paul Sartre and Harold 
Pinter, while also having a significant career in Broadway musicals.

In a quick change of pace, 
he followed that musical with The Cherry Orchard Ux Andrei Seiban, playing 
the boorish landowner Lopakhin. 

He worked with ease in musicals and drama, on Broadway and in Central 
Park. On Broadway he starred in the musicals Where's Charley? and Nine, in 
which he played a film director (a variatkm of Federico Fellini) besieged by 
the women in hb life. He also had the di^nction, such as It was, of playing 
a hercMc garbage man in outer space in Via Galactica, a Gait MacDermot 
musical that U^ed one night on Bm&Am^. Years kMer, he M a Broadway 
revival of Man of La Mancha. 

Julia t(wk over the title role in the Edward Gorey version of Dracula, 
revealing a macabre side later put to good advantage in the Addams Family 
films. In 1980, he co-starred with Blythe Danner and Roy Scheider on 
Broadway in Harold Pinter's Betrayal, and five years later, he played Sergius 
in Shaw's Arms and the Man, with Kevin KUnc and Qmm Hieadly at Circle 
in the Square.

Ito denies Clark's

'tainted' jurors

LOS ANGELES — Displaying an increasing concern about 
finding an impartial jury, prosecutors in the O.j. Simpson 
murder tnal Monday unsucce^fully sought to dismiss several jurors who may have 
been tainted by pubLkity surrounding the case. 

In a highly unusual nK^icm, fmisecutor Marcia Clark appeated to ^periw Court 
Judge Lance Ito to dismiss the jurors and delay selecting a panel until after a tot^hy 
pre-trial hearing on the admissibility of PN' A test result^ 

Ito denied the motion and continued the laborious process of questioning the 
potential jurors, placing greater emphasis on whether they were adhering to his 
CMMiers to watch televWcm, read newspafws, listen to the radio <w go iirto bode 
stores. 

In making her motion, Clark asked that the p<x>l of about 3(X) ptitential jurors be 
dismissed, but that "at the verv least" the 77 now being questioned be dismissed. 

The action was prompted by the publication of a book by Faye Resnick, Nicole 
Bro%vn ^{^(m: The Wvate Dwry of a Life Intwnipted," in whkh she stMcs that 
^mpson murdered hu &c-%viie, Nkofe, and a friend, Ronald GoMman, on |um 12. 

Simp^n has pleaded inn(Kent to the murders and remains jailed without bail. 

Clark proposed that jur>' sekxtion be delayed until after the upcoming hearing 
on the admissibility of DNA testing results. Once that hearing is completed, the jury 
cmld be selected and then immediately sequestered, because it was unr^^^ to 
expect that ^rars voluntaiify cut themselves off frmn ouMkte influences. 

"What b happnui^ to thnn is something beycmd their cmtrol," Clark said. "If 
a juror gfX's to the supermarket, he will be exposed. He goes to the gym, he will be 
exposed. He goes to church on Sunday, he wiU be exp<»ed. There is no way to avoid 
It." 

Km|^)n's lead defense attMn^, Rotot Shapiro, opposed the defense motion 
and said the prosecution's attempts to dismiss jurors was a ploy to "protect them- 
selves fron their mm stupidity."

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Universe may be younger than thought

The mo^ aocurMe n^iMirmeiit yet the distance to 
a reoKMe galaxy has yielded a refined estimate of ihe rate 

at which the universe is expanding, bringing scientists 
much closer to determining one of the most fundamental 
and elusive numbers in cosmic theory: the age of the 
wiivose. 

AstrcMKMners who made the measureimnt, announced 
on Wednesday, caUed it a critical milestone in establishing 
a scale for calculating cosmic distances. While they cau- 
tkxwd that it would take more t4>servations to be sure, 
fticHng^ provided petsua^ st^)part fior ^ffVer stud- 
its that, taken together, su^e^ that the amwer may al- 
ready be at hand. The univei^ ^cy ^WUte, is 8 MMOR 
to 12 billion years old. 

That may seem hke an infinity, but it is on the young 
erf many previous cMmates, which usually ranged 
horn lO MIkHi to 20 MUion years. If contain ^ mibm* 
quent research, the low age estiaurte am fronts astrophysi- 
cists with a troubling paradox. Since some stars in the 
universe are reliably thought to be 16 txllion years old, the 
new aikula&)M mtan that the universe appears to be 
yoM^ Aan some <rffcs compomms . 

TMs "age crtoM," as cotmologists call it, could kad to 
revolutionary revisions in fhfories af stellar and cosmic 
evolution. Either accepted stellar ages are too high or 
sane aspects of the big-bang theory are incorrect. Or it 
miqr bt ttMt soai^teg about the AuMlamMital Mhtft ol 



the universe remains undiscovered. Or possibly, all three 
aie true. 

In commenting on the new cosmic measumnent in 
today's issue of the journal Natj^rc, where the team's find- 
ings are alst) described in detail, George H. Jacoby, an 
astrophysicist at the National Optical Astronomy Ofc^r- 
vat»i@ toi Tuoon, Am., wvole: "We kve iR a ^wdal tae: 
after ntftamia ai not knowing the size and age of our 
universe, we soon will. We also live in a time of crisis, for 
we may be forced to accept something new about the ages 
of the stars or the nature of the universe." 

A team of ioik^mommB, led 1^ Weidy L fteedmM oi 
Ae Cameps ObSiervtMrn in P^ackma, Oihf., made the 
mmurements with observations by the HuW)le Space 
Telescoi:^, whKh was dewg^ied to answer foei such cosdmc 
questions. 

It was fitting that the teles^pt Mmed ter Ed«^ P. 
Hubble, Ml Amoioin astronomer, shoukl have an impmr- 
tant rtile in solving the rate of cosmic expansion. Ttttt rate, 
called the Hubble constant, has been a goal of scientists 
since 1929, when Hubbk established that the universe is 
expanding and ttutf tfie more distant a galaxy is the 6^>r

mathematics problem, Fermat's last theorem, was 
alternately called incandescently brilliant and then fatally 
flawed. But now the problems with the proof may Ipe 
iCioNed.
